The early season wall eye of the 
lakes is inclined to stick rather close 
to bis headquarters, the deeper holes, 
from which he sallies when driven by 
hunger; but the river wall eye is more 
restless, and travels up and down the 
stream in search of food. Generally 
they move about in small schools, the 
members of each school being of about 
the same size; but the old lunkers pre 
fer to work alone. 

We have never met with much suc- 
cess fishing early for wall eyes in the 


This is due, partly at least, to 
act that it is difficult to locate the 
fish, through not being on the job 
when they are feeding in water of mod- 
erate depth. 

Early river fishing, however, has 
yielded some excellent sport; in fact, 
spring wall eye fishing has yielded bet- 
ter for us than at any time of the 
year, save the week or ten days after 
the first frost. Following an open win- 
ter, such as we have passed 
through, wall eye ashing is likely to 
be very good in the rivers unless tor- 
rential rains roil the water. 

Beyond doubt the best bait for early 
wall eyes is a live minnow of good 
size—preferably over three inches in 
length. Hooked lightly under the 
beck fin and allowed to run with the 
current it is almost an irresistible lure 
for a hungry wall eye, the hook retard. 
ing ite movements just enough to at- 
tract the attention of the fish.

MR. WELLS ON THE PAST, 
PRESENT, AND FUTURE. | 


All radical reformers—perhaps we should say, 
alf idealists—divide history into two epochs, which 
might be marked B. M. and”A, M., or Before Me 
and.After Me. | 

Mr. Wells illustrates this observation in the first | 
two articles of a series on “The Salvaging of Civ- | 
ilization,” now running in a popular weekly. The | 
first article was Mr, Wells at his best—that is, as | 
critic of existing conditions. He drew for us a | 
graphic picture contrasting the political unity and | 
economic codrdination of the American continent 
within the United States with the violent disunity 
which the intense national] personalities of Euro- 
pean’ peoples create and perpetuate throughout 
Europe. He shows what a burden this pelitical 
partitioning imposes upon life there and he espe- 
cially emphasizes the effect it has upon freedom 
of transportation. A man in New York, he points 


out, wishing to go to St. Louis, looks up the next 
train, packs his grip, boards his sleeper, and wakes 
up next morning at his destination. That with a 
few hours’ allowance, is accurate enough. It is 
exact as to the simplicity of our conditions. But 
a man in London who wishes to go to Warsaw, 
approximately the same distance, must spend days 
in irksome passport formalities, must be turned 
out every few hundred miles where there is a na- 
tional frontier, must be inspected as to person 
and baggage repeatedly, and arrives after days. 

Commerce, of course, suffers the same impedi- 
ments, and the productivity and exchange of the 
continent thus wear a galling harness of tariffs 
and restrictions. The gross loss to the world, year 
by year, is, of course, beyond estimate, but, entirely 
apart from the vast wastage of armament and war 
which political nationalism and ambitious imperial- 
ism bring about, the loss is enormous. 


Americans, who take their good fortune as a 


matter of course, would do well to meditate on

THE ROAD’S THE THING. 


In Indiana week before last one good road con- 
tract Was awarded at a rate of $36,000 a mile for 
concrete eighteen feet wide. Agother contract was 
awarded at an average rate of $76,360 a mile for 
concrete twenty to twenty-four feet wide. In these 
figures is corroborative evidence of the contention 


‘that no good road can be as expensive as a bad 


road. 

Indiana has knowledge of the value of good 
roads. Therefore it builds, expensively if it must, 
cheaply if it can. Illinois would do well to follow 
the example. The road is more important than 
the cost. No price, for instance, would be too much 
to pay for a good road from Chicago along the 
north shore if there were no road in existence. 
The speed and economy of transportation for 
human beings, farm products, and general freight 
over a good main thoroughfare is of value which 
cannot be sacrificed to any margin of 10 or 20 
per cent in original cost price. 

Good roads help to solve the housing problem, 
the high cost of living, and a dozen others. ghey 
break down social and educational barriers, and 
contribute alike to the comfort, the pleasure, the 
health, and the prosperity of virtually every resi- 
dent of the state. Such advantages are not to be 
sacrificed or delayed at an incidental cost of a few 
dollars. 

We need good roads, and we need them now. 
And when we have them we will need policemen 


/on them, The advantages of swift transportation 
| for well disposed persons unfortunately give advan- 


tages to the ill disposed which must be restricted. 
A good roads system and « constabulary should go 


together. Let’s go. 


‘MILITARY TRAINING CAMPS. 


The citizens’ military training camps will be con- 
ducted this summer for a month of instruction, be- 
ginning probably about the middle of July, for vol- 
unteers willing to take the course. Young men and 
men, from 16 to 35 years of age, are eligible, and at- 
tendance at the camps will be without expense to 
the candidates. 

This territory of Illinois, Wisconsin and Michi- 
gan is the sixth corps area, and the training camp 
is at Camp Grant, Rockford, Ill. The idea thus 
carried into a program is a part of the plan for the 
creation of a citizen reserve trained in knowledge 
of arms.

‘tions of Europe have been doing for centuries. 

Mr. Wells views with alarm this European s¥s- 
tem and we cannot but share in #6me degree his 
pessimism. Nothing less, he believes, than the 
salvation of European society depends upon a 
drastic readjustment, and this in turn, he sees, 
depends upon a deep change in political ideas and 
habits. 

But here Mr, Wells, we think, begins to take 
leave of the realities he has been showing us s0 
clearly. He concedes that patriotism, as European 
nations know it, is a powerful obstruction to the 
evolution of such a community as has grown up 
in the United States. But his passionate and im- 
aginative idealism usually carries Mr. Wells rather 
buoyantly over obstructions, and in this case he 
urges that as nationalist patriotism is not an in- 
herent sentiment but the result of intensive culti- 
vation in the school, the church, the forum, and 


the press of every country, a counter propaganda 


or a reformed education would produce within a 
reasonable period the “ colosgal turnover of mora! 


The plan in its most comprehensive scope is far 
universal military training. That may be beyond 
possibility. It is best, but it may never be had. 
The summer training camps for success require 
that citizens shall be willing to give a month to 
their country for training. 


| In doing so they not only make it possible to es- 


| tablish a voluntary system of training but they 
keep alive the idea that the country must have a 
citizen reserve. The men who volunteer will be 
doing a noteworthy service for their country. They 
are encouraging a proper military idea and they 
may be responsible fof its proper development.

LINCOLN USED HIS BRAINS. 


BRAHAM LINC was tall, 

long armed, long legged, and 

bony. No enemy is virulent 

enough to assert that he was not 
aman of superior ability. Some claim 
he was a genius, whatever that is. 

Others refute the clajm, but all are 
willing to admit that his intellectual 
equipment was far above the average_of 
the politicians and statesmen who con- 
stituted his competitors and confréres. 
His contemporaries agree that his was 
a logical, analytical mind with an ex- 
ceptional capacity for seeing things as 
they were and for clear, convincing 
statement. 

He had practically no conventional edu- 
cation and his opportunities for training 
were not above the standards of country 
lawyers of his day. No one claims that 
his environmental influences were above 
the average. 

Thomas Lincoin, his father, was 5 feet 
9 inches tall, weighed about 190 pounds 
and was compactly built. Dennis Hanks 
said that he was so stockily built that no 
one could stick his thumb between his 
ribs. He was slow of movement and 
slow of thought and was far from being 
of superior mental ability. 

Nancy Hanks was built a little more 
on the loose, angular order, but it is 
not claimed that Abraham inherited his 
lean, hungry face and physique 
or his superior mental ability diregtly 
from Nancy Hanks Lincoln. In part be- 
cause Abraham Lincoln was ‘physically 
and mentally so unlike his parents, there 
grew up a multitude of rumors as to the 
legitimacy of his parentage. These ru- 
mors were aided by Lincoln's reti- 
cence on the subject, by statements 
made by the Herndon and Lamon biog- 
faphies and by the spicy stories which 
came out of the political campaigns of 
the day, just as like stories come out 
of the political campaigns of the present 
day. 


Dr. W. E. Barton has written‘a very 
painstaking book on the parentage of 
Lincoln in which he proves in great 
measure by citations of official docu- 
ments that Abraham Lincoln was the 
legitimate son of Thomas Lincoln and 
Nancy Hanks Lincoln. Accepting Dr. 
Barton's conclusions, how can Abraham 
Lincoln be explained on any basis of in- 
heritance? 


Several rumors said Lincoln was the 
natural son of several different men 
largely because in each instance these 
men were long, angular fellows with le- 
gitimate sons who were also long and an- 
gular. But Barton shows that Abraham 
Lincoln was of the Appalachian moun- 
taineer type, as were the men of the 
stock from which he sprung on both 
sides. Abraham Lincoln: inherited his 
physical characteristics from the family 
stock, from a grandfather on one side or 
the other. | 

On inheritance grounds there was more 
reason to question the legitimacy of the 
Sstockier father. Abraham ran true to 
the family and district type. Thomas 
was the hard-to-explain variant. .It not 
infrequently happens that physical type 
is inherited from some grandparent or 
great-grandparent rather than directly 
from a parent. 

ne rumor said Abraham Lincoln was 

the son of John C. Calhoun, in part be- 
cause he had the same kind of an analyt- 
ical logical mind. Dr. Barton destroys 
this rumor by the same methods em- 
ployed with the others. Abraham may 
have inherited his type of mind from 
some grandparent and not directly from 
either parent. But Mt us now forget 
that the possibility of wide variation in 
type from» all ancestors is accepted. 

Tie individual is called a “ sport.” 
For a sport there is no explanation along 


the usual inheritance lines. Efforts to 
prove relationship of individuals on the 
basis of physical and mental characterits- 
tics is likely to fail in establishing the 
parentage of Guy Stillman and account- 
ing for the genius of Samuel Rezesewsk!

Lincoln,

SEEKING AID FOR GERMAN 
RECOVERY. 

BERLIN, Germany, March 17.—{ Editor 
of The Tribune.J—After eighteen months’ 
sojourn in central Europe, I have become 
fairly well acquainted with the political 
and economic condition, particularly in 
Germany. The people were last Novem- 
ber inspired with the hope that, as soon 
as President Harding took his seat, peace 
would be declared with Germany. So far 
nothing has been done, and the feeling of 
disappointment is becoming painful. 
More than two years since the armistice, 
and we are still at war with Germany. 
Our brave boys fought, and many of 
them died, to “‘ make the world safe for 
democracy.” The German army surren- 
dered upon the terms dictated by the vic- 
tors. The next day the kaiser and twen- 
ty-six German princes lost their crowns 
and the people arose, and, without shed- 
ding a drop of blood, organized a repub- 
lican form of government, to take the 
place of, the German empire. Never in 
the annals of history has such a stupen- 
dous revolution occurred without the 
shedding of blood... The birth of a new 
republic upon the ruins of a_ military 
autocracy in central Europe should have 
sent a thrill of joy through every Amer- 
ican heart. Instead of that, we have 
stood aloof, and refused to speak a word 
of encouragement to the new democracy. 

There 1s a morbid fear of being called 
rro-German, even since their humiliating 
defeat. The true soldier is ready to 
sacrifice his life in conquering the armed 
foe, but as soon as the enemy surrenders 
and lays down his arms, he does not 
hesitate to risk his life in defense-of his 
former foe. Some hothead politicians 
demanded the arrest and punishment of 
Gen. Lee after his surrender at Appo- 
mattox, but Gen. Grant said: “ You will 
do it at your pe-il.”” Sympathy for the 
“under dog’”’ should induce us to make 
peace with Germany, if for nothing else. 
This does not mean that Germany should 
escape paying a just indemnity to the 
allies.

Tt takes @ génius to feel the sheer genius for life that dwells in some woman 


whose friendship or love for some great man was her only book or her only 
poem or her ohly picture. The woman who writes her poem in the fuller cre- 
ative powers of a great man is in herself creating, and must have had the aura 
of genius about her. And yet it is a rare biographer or a rare critic who sees 
her as an artist. 

_ To any one interested in Balzac this book is indispensable. To such cas-

THE PLAIN MAN AND THE PIPE OF PEACE. 


(Copyright: 1921: By the Chicago Tribune ) 
NY person of common sense judges a thing by whether it is the thing 
he wants, not by whether it is old or new, or (as is most probable) partly 
old and partly new. The only vital point for common sense is that the 
man wants something. 


Pending the. progressive prohibition of tobacco, I will suppose for the 
sake of argument that he wants a smoke. He may have in his mind some 
ideal pattern of a pipe which he really thinks would be an improvement on 
the existing pipes, and which he is taking practical steps to patent. But he 
knows that he will require tobacco of some sort 
and fire in some form. And he is not troubled 
because fire-is a thing of prehistoric antiquity, 
because fire was a familiar spirit among the sav- 
ages of the stone age, and was produced by rubbing 
two stioks together. At least so I was told in my 
childhood, but I have accepted this truth through 
antiquated tradition and not through progressive 
experiment. I fear my own experiment with the 
two sticks would not be very progressive. It 
would be marked by patience rather than progress. 
and at the end of a day’s rubbing I might take 
refuge in the mystical belief that Prometheus stole 
fire from heaven. 

Neither would the smoker trouble his head 

ut the date of the introduction of tobacco, or at- 
tempt to separate the sanity from the insanity in 
rationalistic rage of the Renascence; when Raleigh founded the state of Vir- 
ginia only a few decades before the Pilgrim Fathers discovered America. 
The smoker would not listen to an idealist who should rebuke him for en- 
couraging Elizabethan imperialism and the extravagant culture of colonial 
products. He would not pay any attention to a pacifist who should say: 
“Smoke your pipe of peace, but bury the firebrand along with the hatchet. 
Do not stain the peace-pipe with the devouring flame which has wasted so 
many lands in the wild hell of war.” The common sense smoker would pay 
no attention to all this discussion about the dates. of the different elements 
in his enjoyment; he would know that what he wanted was a smoke, and 
that all these things, old and new, were essential to a smoke.

The Fortress of the Private Citizen. 


T is exactly the same, of course, with moral and political ideals. Suppose 

I am so eccentric as to want a democracy, as the smoker wants a 

smoke. Suppose I am so insane that I really do believe in common sense. 

Suppose I believe that the common sense of the common people is, after 
all, the best test of rule that human imperfection permits, and that the nearer 
the normal man gets to the organ of government the better. And suppose 
I do desire an entirely new sort of plebiscite or popular vote, as the other 
man desires a newW sort of pipe. In that case I do pray for a perfect republic 
of the future as he does for the pipe of the future; I do desire an ideal pipe 
of peace like that given by the Great Spirit in the red Indian legend. 

But suppose I also think, as I do think, that the private citizen will never 
have that public power unless the private citizen has private property; unless 
he lives in a fortress of his own land or savings, a fortress in which he can 
stand a siege from aristocrats or bureaucrats. That idea of small property 
kas existed approximately but imperfectly in the past; it might exist. much 
more perfectly in the future. . 

And suppose I think, as I do think, that there will be no security for that 
small fortress unless it is a family fortress, flying something like a family 
flag; as in the peasant countries, where the farm descends from father to 
son like a coat-of-arms. That institution of the family has been more power- 
ful in the past, but in some vague and general way it is supposed to exist now. 

Finally, suppose I think, as I do think, that this individual domestic life 
can only preserve this sort of private patriotism when it is protected by re- 
ligion, such as was present in patron samts or in household gods. That 
religion has certainly been far more powerful in the past than it is in the 
present; but that does not alter the fact that it is necessary for this particular 
plan for the future. 

All these things hang together; and he who desires any of them is logi-

the attitude of a person who denounces and detests all of them. I can under- 
stand the man jvho says that my democracy is all nonsense because ![t is 
democratic; the man who says that the popular rule, like the patent pipe, 
will end in smoke. But I have no patience with the appalling lack of common 
sense in the person who complains of my using old things as well as new 
things to achieve the only thing I want. 


The Merely Conservative and the Merely Progressive. 


ALLOW for the anti-tobacco crank, but not for the man who tells me to 
smoke tobacco without lighting it; because fire has figured at so many 
prehistoric feasts or burned before so many superstitious shrines. The 
various parts of my ideal obviously fit into each other; they are all parts 


they appeared at one date or another. It is as if a man said that a water 
color landscape must be a battlefield because the arfist had used both Prussian 
blue and French ultramarine; or that a sketch must be a picture of a half- 
breed because it was drawn in Chinese white and India ink. 

The matter for all sane men to decide is whether they want a certain type 
of society or not; but it is folly for them to refuse what they want because 
parts of it have already been obtained by other people. Now across all this 
common sense cuts the disastrous division between the merely conservative 
and the merely progressive; or, as in that orgy of pedantry, the Common 
Sense Leader, between the Paleozoic and the Mesozoic. As long as industrial 
intellectualism is fiag-ridden and hypnotized by that false antithesis, so long 
it will go on getting things it does not want, and getting tired of them be- 
cause it has got them. It will always fall short of the common sense of many 
a poor farmer, who will use an old tradition because it is true and a new tool 
because it is usef@l. \ 

Now the barbaric twilight of all the Paleozoic and Mesozoic nonsense 
darkens the clean and level daylight in which thingg are judged equally as 
good or evil. It introduces an element of mere restlessness, so that even 
scientific facts are accepted not as facts but merely as fashions. Because it 
was well to turn from a fis to a four footed creature (if it was) it would be 
just as well to turn into a fish again, and perhaps into a very queer fish 
indeed. 

There are more fish in the sea than ever came out of it, and possibly some 
that are as well left in it. And if a certain enterprise was shown by the fish 
that crawled on to the land, their movements were cautious and conservative 
compared with the hustling and hopeful energy of the swine who rushed into 


the sea. rs

“The Fur Trade in America” is a large and comprehensive book on the 
subject by Agnes C. Laut, who has won her fame through her travel books. 
The knowledge contained in this volume could set up anyone in the fur busi- 
ness. It certainly educates the ordinary fur buyer, meaning the woman who 
has a fur coat now and then and a few costly sables for the heated season, 
meaning every one from Nellie the beautiful cloak model to Mrs. Corner 
Groceryman. It really is a guide, philosopher, and friend in the matter of fur 
buying. 

Lewis R. Freeman is a man known well by those who read books of travel. 
His “The Tracks of the Trades” was one of the most popular literary cruises 
among the South seas. The photographs which ermbellished the limited edition 
of Rudyard Kipling’s “ The Feet of the Young Men” were taken by him. He 
was, if I mistake not, the official photographer of the most famous of the 
Roosevelt wild game hunts.

BUENOS AIRES, April 9.—Deciar- 
ing that the American packers are do- 
ing in Argentina what they are forbid- 
den to do in the United States, La 
Razon, Argentina's most important 
afternoon paper, in a three column 
first page editorial announces that it 
will support every effort made to de- 
fend Argentina's cattle raisers against 
exploitations by foreigners. 

“We have reached the conclusion,” 
the paper says, “that the Argentine 
goverment must expropriate the pack- 
ing houses and turn them over to Ar- 
gentine capital for management. "W« 


must pass a law defending our agricul- 
turists and cattle raisers similar to th: 
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Pordney act to prevent their exploita- 
tion by foreign grain dealers and 
packers.” 


It refers to former President Roose- 
velt’s campaign against the trusts and 
says the best example of the dangers 
of the packing trust is furnished in the 
United States, where the laws are so 
severe thac the packers have come to 
Argentina and other South American 
countries. 

“Armours its 1918 balance 
$37,000,000," it says. “The packing 
houses, as now organized, are not an 
aid to our cattle breeders but are an 
enemy and inconsiderate exploiters of 
them,” 

Could Be Ruh Cheaper. 

La Razon then outlines the advan- 
tages which is says will result from an 
international organization of South 
American republics to expropriate all 
packing houses. It declares the pack- 
ing houses can be profitatily operated 
at one-fifth the profit Americans are 
now making and at the same time give 
Argentina 40 per cent more steers, and 
it says meat to Europe can be sold for 
40 per cent less than at present.

Facts Hidden; Stocks Speculative. 


Several estimable men who were per- 
suaded to buy oil promotion stocks a year 
or two ago have been expressing annoy- 
ance recently because other people do not 
share their confidence in the soundness 


. of their investments. . 


The promotions, each having thousands 
of stockholders and all operating on sim- 
ilar lines, are involved. They exhibit 
balance sheets which make an excellent 
showing, but refuse to show their income 
accounts. All have paid dividends stead- 
ily for a year of two at least, and it is 
principally on the regularity of these 
payments that the honest stockholders 
base their confidence. 

It is known that each of these com- 
panies has rather extensive holdings of 
oil lands and considerable production, but 
the vital question of whether they are 
fully earning the dividends they pay is 
unanswered. If they are actually cov- 
ering the dividends after making a prop- 
er allowance for depletion and deprecia- 
tion and leaving a reasonable surplus, 
they are in sound condition. If, on the 
contrary, they are paying out in div- 
idends all they earn from operations, and 
the surplus they have is derived from 
premiums on stock paid by investors, 
they are headed for bankruptcy. 

As the first object in life of all three 
companies appears to be to sell stock, it 
seems reasonable to presume that, if a 
disclousre of their affairs would help 
the sale of shares, complete reports would 
be published without delay. 

On the basis of the foregoing the stocks 
of all three companies must be rated as 
speculation rather than investments.

F. K.—4?he 7% external loan of Belgium 
is the obligation of that country and is 
in effect a preferred claim. Bonds to the 
amount of $2,000,000 par value will be 
drawn annually for payment at 115. 
Nothing short of a new war or a revolu- 
tion could hinder their being paid.

Cold Wave Scare in Wheat. 


Freezing weather over the winter wheat 
States, with temperatures of 28 degrees 
at Dodge City, western Kansas, and re- 
ports of an inch or more of ice over 
western lowa and Nebraska, brought ac- 
tive buying of July wheat to cover shorts 
as fears of damage were entertained.

ding”? And cooking it in that fash- 
ion, of stirring into boiling water, they 
always ran the risk of getting a lumpy 
article. There they stood, our grand- 
mothers, with one hand wrapped in a 
towel, gripping a wooden stick or long 
spoon, the other hand sifting handfuls 
of cornmeal into a kettle of boiling 
water. Almost always they guessed at 
the quantity and often guessed wrong, 
so got too stiff a mush. Many a cook 
of experience to this day uses too 
much cornmeal in Johnny cake, and 
all the other cornmeal! breads. 


Four Times Its Measure of Water. 

In using cornmeal, whether we cook 
it in water or in breads or puddings, 
it is important to remember that it 
will take up four times its measure of 
water, and it can be cooked so as to 
take up six times its measure of liquid. 
Of course, it swells as its absorbs the 
liquid and it must have time to do it. 
In starting the meal to cook in cold 
water, which heats gradually, the meal

Some people think that the mush 
cooked in cold water has not the same 
flavor the old fashioned mush had. It 
has not, but the difference is in the 


meal, 
Jellied Cornmeal Mush. 


One way to jelly cornmeal is to start 
it to cook in cold water over the fire 
with six times as much water as meal 
and salt to taste. Stir constantly, since 
it is over the fire directly and might 
catch on; cook for twenty minutes; 
then put it into a fireless cooker over 
night. Cornmeal diluted as much as 
this or swelled as much as this, is an 
agreeable and safe breakfast cereal. 

Big Rominy. 

Pearl or big hominy is about the 
only cereal which we can cook directly 
over the fire without stirring, but the 
fire must be at the lowest or simmering 
point. We pick over a cup of hominy, 
wash it, add ‘to it eight cups of cold 
water, and put it to cook in a covered 
aluminum kettle from three to eight 


hours. If perfectly cooked, the whole 
will form a jelly when cold. When it 
does not do this, remember that it has 
not been cooked to perfection. 


We can cook any cereal to a jelly, 
and when the product is of the mush or 
porridge order, that is the perfect re- 
sults of right cooking. When they 
are cooked in the oven the question is 
a different one, even if the proportions 
of the cereal and liquid are the same 
as those of a mush. As in the case 
of the cornmeal, a great deal of air is 
baked Into them by having the heat 
such that much of the liquid is turned 
to steam. 


For instance, the cornmeal mush 
ready to go into the oven, as men- 
tioned in the recipe above, if poured 
into a mold, will come out of it witha 
smooth almost jellied surface, but after 
the game mush is baked for an hour 
the surface when it comes celd out of 
the baking dish is a broken one, yet it 
is more pletely cooked by an hour’s 
work in a hot oven.

People used frequently to grind rice, 
as we can easily do in our food chop. 
pers, in ordeg to get its pleasant flavor 
in desserts that required but a small 
amount of some thickening agent, or 
as a change sago, tapioca, arrow: 
root, cornstarch, flour. The old cooks 
appreciated baked rice, and plain old 
fashioned rice pudding was little more 
than baked milk thickened with rice— 
one tablespoon of rice to a cup or six. 
teen tablespoons of milk. The baking 
in part condensed the milk, and freshly 
condensed milk—home work—is deli- 
cious, and in part swelled the rice as 
much as it could be expanded, yet did 
not leave it soggy. 

When rice is cooked in exactly as 
much ter as it will take up, it is 
ideally Cooked, and the cook can con- 
trol this in the case of rice better than 
with any other cereal, varying progpor- 
tions according to the mé@thod used.

‘material. Of course, skirt and waist 
will also look well if only one material 
is used for both; but how often one has 
quite generous lengths left from some 
-wash dress, not enough for an entire 
dress, but quite enough for part of one. 

For instance, if you happen to have 
some plain blue percale or gingham, 
perhaps you can cut the skirt part of 
this dress from it,/and use a blue 
striped or figured shirt of your hué- 
_band's that he can n@ longer wear, to 
make the waist part. Oftentimes peo- 
ple recommend various uses for shirts, 
skirts, and other half worn wash mate- 
rials. This is gometimes economy, al- 
though it is more often a waste of time. 
For if the cloth is no longer strong it 
won't wear long enough to pay for 
your time and trouble. 

New materials will not cost much 
and the dress can be made 60 attrac- 
tive Wash clothes that are well made 
and laundered are always decidedly at- 
tractive and becoming—always provid- 
ed they are not crumpled and soiled. 


The skirt is in two pieces and quite 
gored, which makes it possible to be 
set on to the lower edge of the avraist 
without any fullness.

Pin it to the waist at 
the ends, in the middle of the back 
and at the under arms. Do this pin-

The dress is not at all difficult to 
make, and if wash materials are used, 
it will be a good idea to first shrink 
them, setting the color at the same 
time. Make the dress an easy fit 
around the waist and have the belt a 
loose, measure also.

After the skirt seams are finished 
the hem should be put in around the 
bottom, always having it perfectly 
straight, and measuring the lengths 
from the bottom up. 

After the sash ends have been 
seamed together, before turning them 
right side out, put each one over a 
large pencil or any other sort of 
round stick that will slip through, and 
press the seami open flat. Turn to the 
right side and ha®@e the seam come 
down the middle of the width instead 
of at one side. Dampen and press 
these pieces before sewing together at 
the ends. 

No. 9000 is an attractive model for 
stout or slender figure, and would be 
ideal for warm weather made of fou- 
lard.

The straight strip is sewed in a seam 
on the wrong side, beginning at the 
top on one side of the opening, basted 
down to the turning, and then on 
up the opposite side. Hold the end 
of the opening out flat when sewing 
around the turn, being careful that no 
puckers are sewed in. Clip the seam 
almost to the basting exactly at the 
turning, and one each side, leaving a

After*the seam is stitcHed the oppo- 
site edge of the strip is turned in and 
hemmed down by hand.

A dress should depend in a measure 
for its beauty on the fineness of the 
materials and the beauty of the work. 


pather than on much «elaborate trim- 


ming. A 5 inch hem, either hemmed 
beautifully by hand or hemstitched, is 
a perfect finish for the bottom. A nar- 
rower hem, several alternate rows of 
valenciennes insertion and strips of the 
dress material, also make a lovely fin- 
ish. Still another way is to lay a deep 
hem, mark off the upper edge in scal- 
lops or points, turn the hem in on the 
wrong side, following this outline, hem 
as finely as possible, and then on the 
right side outline this edge with one 


fresh fruit season. 


The yokes may be made in a variety 
of ways—square, round, pointed, or 
some fancy shape across the lower 
edge, solidly tucked, or with alternate 
rows of insertion and tucking, or in- 
sertion and the plain material, show- 
ing a tiny briar stitch, or the plain 
material delicately embroidered. 


In planning the yoke, allowance 
must be made in the back for the 
hems.

The 
lower edge is overhanded to the gath- 
ered and rolled edge of the body of the 
dress. 


The lower edges of the sleeves should 
be rolled and gathered to narrow bead- 
ing, to which is sewed a narrow lace 
edge. Roll the upper edges of the 
sleeves, and overhand to the beading 
which is around the armhole. The 
neck is finished the same way as 
the sleeve edges. It is wise to make 
the dress really loose in the neck and 
sleeves, and have the beading the kind 
that a ribbon can be run through, 80

| Answers to Queries. 

D. E.: I should advise you to use 
casement cloth at all of your windows, 
making the curtains on rods and rings 
so that they will be easily drawn back 
and forth. The transomlike upper parts 
may have narrow draw curtains of the 
same material. You might repeat this 
treatment on the French doors. 
Weight the lower hems with little cas- 
ings of tape having flat lead weighting 
inclosed. This weighting material you 
will find in the places that sell dress 
linings, etc. Old ivory is a good color. 
Use the same material for your sleep- 
ing porch windows. If this is feasible 
make the curtains on the sleeping 
porches into upper and lower sash cur- 
tains. You do not mention the type of 
window in your letter and it does not 
show in the picture.

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Paving Price Battle Brings New 
Action on Illinois Program for 
Adequate Highway Maintenance 


Advent 2f Touring Season Takes Gov. Small 
and State Party on Expedition 
Into Wisconsin. 


BY J. L. JENKINS. 


‘ AIR weather and the lure of April 
distances drew thousands of mo- 
tor fans into the country last 
week and brought renewed de- 

mands for immediate action on the IIli- 
nois paving plans from all parts of the 
state. The first taste of the open road 
also served to recall last year’s strong 
sentiment in favor of the Wisconsin 
highway maintenance and patro! sys- 
tem and the adoption in Illinois of 
temporary improvement measures to 
take care of the main traveled arteries 
until they can be paved. 


Early action on the maintenance 
question is expected to follow the mo- 
tor through Wisconsin, which this 
week will take Gov. Len Small, Lieut. 
Gov. Fred Sterling, C. R. Miller, direc- 
tor of public works: Louis L. Emmer- 
s0n, secretary of state; S. E. Bradt, 
superintendent of highways, and thir- 
.ty-two senators to inspect typical 
Badger trunk lines. 


The official party expects to leave 
Springfield Thursday, April 14, at noon, 
for Rockford, where it will be met 
and entertained by the Motor club. 
On Friday morning the party will 
leave Rockford by motor to be met in 
Beloit by A. R. Hirst, superintendent 
and guiding spirit of the Wisconsin 
system, together with other state and 
Wisconsin Good Roads association offi- 
cials. The inspection schedule will 
take Gov. Small into Madison Friday 
evening in time to attend a second 
banquet given by the Madison Motor 
club, will end the tour Saturday 
night. 

Belief that the paving price dead- 
lock has hopelessly retarded the IIli- 
nois highway building program for 
1921 makes states maintenance work 
an immediate necessity, according to 
Chicago good roads advocates. They 
have urged the governor to hasten the 
establishment of patrols on all Illinois 
bond issue roads following his north- 


him against earth and gravel roads as 
a@ permanent Illinois program. In this 
they are supported by acknowledged 
highway authorities of the entire west. 


Mr. Hirst told Tue TrRrsuNne in com- 
menting on Gov. Small's visit to his 
state this week, “ but we consider it no 
more than a temporary relief measure. 
We have graded and graveled as many 
state trunk lines as possible and placed 
patrolmen on them every few miles to 
keep them in constant repair in order 
to keep the wheels of traffic moving 
over them until such time as we can 
pave them. Our whole system is based 
on the country pavement plan and the 
practical workings of the patrol sys- 
tem only serves to increase our desire 
to rush the permanent work. No nat- 
ural road can compare with a paved 
road, no matter how well it is main- 
tained, as a transportation artery. 


“Comparison of the cost in moving 
traffic over the natural road and the 
paved road shows that even the best 
natural road is poor economy. Wis- 
consin is still far from the realization 
of the ideal highway system, but we 
are working fast to that end, and the 
patrol and repair system has proved 
itself the best relief measure until that 
end is reached.” 

Last year Minnesota adopted a like 
system to care for country roads until 
pavements could be laid. In Nebraska 
the state spent $4,000 per mile in grad- 
ing and draining trunk lines prepara- 
tory to paving, and established patrols 
to keep the new grades in shape. Mich- 
igan was forced to depend largely on 
the gravel and stone roads built for 
permanent use, and suffered a prac- 
tically complete highway breakdown 
as the result. Northern Indiana found 
the same disaster threatening the im- 
portant highways, which carried al- 
most as much traffic as the railroads, 
and hastened rushed paving work on 
all roads as the only relief. 

In line with the maintenance agita- 
tion engineers of the Illinois highway 
department have issued a statement 
to show the cost of upkeep on various 
road types in the state. For the year 
1919 maintenance per mile of the wear- 
ing surfaces, exclusive of roadsides, 
was as follows: Brick, $42.63; P. C. 
concrete, $54.05; bit. concrete, $244.75; 
bit. macadam, $254.01; waterbound

Motor transport now ranks second only 
to rail transportation. 


In less than ten years’ time motor 
transportation has grown from noth- 
ing to its present prominence. A con- 
crete example of the remarkable 
growth is had in a check taken of 
traffic between Akron and Cleveland. 
In two years loaded truck tonnage in- 
creased approximately 200 per cent. 

The travel and transport bureau of 
the B. F. Goodrich Rubber company 
points out four problems that are up 
for solution now. They are: Forma- 
tion of local associations to eliminate 
rate cutting and other harmful] prac- 
tices; expanding in the field of junc- 
tion terminal transfer of freight; to 
break shippers of the “ exclusively rail- 
road habit” and educate them to use 
motor trucks for short hauls; and to 
warn truck operators agajnst overload- 
ing and overspeeding in order not to 
antagonize highway authorities.

Shrubs Require Little Care. 


Where the windows are low, dwarf 
or low growing plants should be plant- 
ed. Dwarfed evergreens are favorites 
where they are to be grouped at en- 
trances, near dwellings, or massed in 
formal plantings. Among the best for 
this purpose are Juniperus Canadensis, 
Juniperus Procumbens, Japanese 
Yews, and Globe Arbor Vitae. Of the 
medium large growing sort, hemlock 
and silver cedar are among the most 
valuable. But for tall evergreens, 
white pines and white spruces are 
ranked high in the list. 


Most of the shrubs named will grow 
anywhere. None of them need any 
special care; in fact, most shrubs do 
well if they are given a good soil to 
grow in and are planted carefully.

Some of them 
are dug up by the nurseryman in the 
fall and are allowed to dry out in win- 
ter. Plants are often so dry that they 
will not grow, or if they do grow, the 
plant is so weakened that it may not 
completely recover. 


Planting the Wild Shrub, 


Where wild shrubs are brought in 
from the woods and planted on the

do better than the larger ones. If 
wild shrubs are used, dig up a good 
sized chunk of earth, leaving as much 
of the dirt and roots intact as pos- 
sible. 

In using nursery stock plant the 
shrubs immediately after they arrive 
if possible. If the planting cannot be 
done within a few hours, the shrubs 
should be placed in a trench in the 
garden and the roots carefully coy- 
ered with moist soil. 

Extremely dry roots must be soaked 
for about two hours in water before 
they are planted or temporarily cov- 
ered with dirt. 

Nurserymen claim that more plants 
are killed by exposing the roots than 
from any other cause. They are often 
unwrapped and exposed for a day or 


trimmed in the spring.

Early Care Is Important. 

Shrubs wil) do fairly well in a variety 
of soils, but they require a great dea 
of plant food during the first fev 
years. If you want them to hav: 
every advantage from the beginning, i 
is important to spade the ground as 
deep as possible several days in ad. 
vance of the planting, and if the 
ground is poor, work in several spade- 
fula of leaf mold or rich garden soil. 
The mistake of using fresh manure is 
often made. Use manure on the sur.

A safe rule to follow in determining | 


the depth of planting is to set the 


plants slightly deeper than they were 


in the nursery. Dig a large hole where 
the plants are to be set. Plants will 


not do well if the roots are crowded... 


Separate the roots in all directions be. 
fore throwing in any of the dirt. The 
principal object, then, is to get the 
roots in close contact with the soil by 
packing fine dirt around the roots as 
the hole is being filled. Shaking the 
plant slightry will help to get the soi! 
under the. crown where the roots 
branch. 


Transplanting and Trimming 

‘The earth should be tamped in so 
the dirt will be firm around the roots 
Leave the surface of the soil immedi 
ately around the plant slightly lowe: 
than the surrounding surface. The: 
scatter a layer of loose earth aroun. 
the shrub to prevent excessive evapora 
tion of moisture. As the plan‘s come 
from the nursery the roots are usually 
pruned more or less, and to balance 
this loss the tops should be cut back 
severely. Many trim off as much as 
60 per cent or more of the top at the 
time of transplanting. 

Pruning after that, if necessary, is 
done after the blooming season. This 
is particularly true of the lilac, spirea, 
and similar plants, where the buds 
form late in the summer. Most of the 
flowering shrubs that bloom before mid- 
summer will develop the buds this sum- 
mer that are to grow into blossoms 
next season.

All this apparently endless disserta- 
tion is inspired by a fortnight spent in 
the introspection enforced by the 
mending of a broken rib in the beauty 
soaked region adjacent to Santa Bar- 
bara.

There 
she met many of the celebrities of that 
strenuous time, among them Rupert 
Brookes, the soldier poet; Winston 
Churchill,’ the moving spirit of the ill 
fated campaign, and her present hus- 
band, then Capt. Stewart. 

Her first husband ‘survived the ter- 
rible Gallipoli flasco and lived to make 
her regret her marriage to him suffi- 
ciently to seek and get a divorce. Her 
marriage to her present husband took 
place a year or so later, and now she 
is in a governmental environment 
which brings her in close personal as- 
sociation with the great in British so- 
cio-political circles.

Square Root of 5 


>" Root of All Art, 


Says Jay Hambidge 
By Eleanor Jewett. 


T is always a puzzie how much 

theory has to do with practice. 

Often it seems impossible to segre- 

gate distinct principies. which ap- 
parently fathered a certain achieve- 
ment. A thing is done; a book is writ- 
ten; a picture is painted. You ask how 
or why? Sometimes you are answered; 
more often you must make what you 
can of a shrug of the shoulders and the 
implied rebuke that inspiration is not 
@ thing of dotted i’s and crossed t’s. 
It is unaccountable and cannot be ex- 
pPiained. 

Perhaps there is truth in This ver. 
sion of the affair. Genius certainly 
is a maiter of the spirit more than 
of the flesh, but in how much of that 
which surrounds us is there genius? 
In how much more is merely talent, 
highly developed to be sure at times, 
but not genius, found? 

Leaving aside then the particular 
cases for which ready explanations 
fail, suppose we consider for a little 
the more numerous occasions on which 
talent, dexterity, adaptability, and 
practice are displayed. 

Tindoubtedly theories may be anplied 
prac lly, though their success is not 
alwaxs assured before time. When 
théories are based upon actual demon- 
strable fact their success seems more 
credible. To follow a theory back to 
its basic fact, and find that fact what 
you had hoped to find it, is vouchsafed 
to but few men. One man who has 
been so favored by the gods of chance 
is Jay Hambidge, a man who began 
his career as a painter and who is this 
April to deliver the Scammon lectures 
at the Art institute. 

To put into a few words the essence 
of Mr. Hambidge’s theory, the thing 
which he believes lies back of the 
great art of all time and can control 

- the great art of today is to say that 
art depends not on. the commensura- 
bility of line but on the commensura- 
bility of area and volume. All great 
art is based on a simple shape which 
we know by its mathematica! ration— 
the square root of five.

which closed this week at the Art institute? 


Last year Mr. Hambidge went 
abroad for Yale university. He went 
to Greece, there to discover and fix the 
Greek temple planning methods. The 
Parthenon was the first building which 
he undertook. The Parthenon is made 
up of curves, of a subtle, peculiar sys- 
tem of curves, and Mr. Hambidge sat- 
isfied himself that its erection had been 
an experiment on the part of the archi- 
tect, Iktinos, In which the sculptor 
Phidias had been associated. 

The plan of the temple at Bassae 
was found to be extremely simple, and 
corroborates the Parthenon, both 
structures having been built by the 
same architect. The plan of the Zeus 
temple at Olympea was recovered, as 
well as that of the temple at Aegenae. 
Each of these buildings strengthened 
the theory of the relativity of volume 
and area, not that of line. It was in 
harping on the commensurability of 
line that the Romans made their big 
mistake, exemplified particularly in 
the ten volumes on architecture writ- 
ten by Vetruvius in the first century 
B. C. gt 

Not one Greek building conforms to 

the Vetruvian pfinciples. This is rath- 
er calamitous for us because, using the 
Vetruvian principles as gospel truths, 
we have become accustomed to assume 
that members are commensurable with 
the whole. . To state a fact, no human 
exits whose parts are commensurable 
with the whole; the stress the Romans 
laid on line was a mistaken stress; 
commensurable area should be substi- 
tuted for line to recover the Greek

To bring Mr. Hambidge’s theories 
{nto a little more concrete shape it may 
not be amiss to quote this line from 
him: “Design could not exist with- 
out conscious or unconscious sym- 
metry. The unconscious type is the 
static: the conscious type, the Greek 
type, is the dynamic, which must be 
thought out and could not, from its 
very nature, be unconscious. The 
mathematical ratio—the square root of 
five—clears this. Given the definite 
limitations, which may be easily estab- 
lished through dynamic symmetry, the 
artist is free to put himself into his 
work.” 
The name “dynamic” symmetry is 
given because the symnietry is a mov- 
_ fing, growing symmetry, such as that 
of the plant, in contrast to the static 
symmetry of the crystal. Just here it 
might be interpolated that Hr. Ham. 
bidge has fixed definitely, beyond dan- 
ger of refutation, the truth that the 
game principle which is found in pliant 
growth is also found in Greek archi- 
tecture. It is’visualized in the formula 
—the square root of five. 
Last summer in England Mr. Ham- 
bidge and his theory of dynamic sym- 
metry was the sensation of the Lon- 
don press. Artists, craftsmen, and 
architects in New York have also be- 
come deeply interested in his discov- 
eries and in his principles of art pro- 
duction. Robert Henri, George Bei- 
lows, Lawrence Giles, Leori- Kroll, Eu- 
gene Speicher, and other noted paint- 
ers are making use of the theory in 
their pictures and designs and in their 
teaching. 

Twe interesting facts in regard to 
the use of the principles in teaching 
are these, that by teaching this method 
students are enabled to cover ten 
years’ Work in a comparatively short 
time, and [a fact which has a more 
extended scope than that covered by 
simply tedching], it is impossible to do 
anything in arts and crafts without 
these principles. : 

Books, even, are now being designed 
according to Mr. Hambidge’s theory. 
‘The principle which was the basit fact 


in the making of a Greek pot has been 
applied with equal success to the 
manufacture of a chair. The magic 
ratio—the square root of five—is po- 
tent in creating pots and dishes, 
bronze figures, and models of the 
human form. The principle expounded 
in the Parthenon may today, worded by 
a modern architect, an aesthetic de- 
scendant of the ancient Iktinos, give 
you a beautifully proportioned, grace- 
ful, and charming country house. 


But, to return for a moment to the 
sentence which opened this discussion, 
how seriously this new theory will af- 
fact the practice of painting and ar- 
chitecture is yet to be seen. Or wheth- 
er, if the modern artists and architects 
imbibe it unconsciously, they il be 
willing to give it its due its fame is 
also yet to be seen. They may vote 
their future successes all to inspira- 
tion, and, when you speak of the 
square root of five, shrug their shoul- 
ders, smile, and imply with a gesture 
that the dotted i’s and crossed t's of 
the mathematica! ratio may be ail very 
well in some cases, but in theirs—no— 
the inspiration of their achievement 
lay deeper. 

Such it is to be a discoverer. A 
prophet in his own country, etc., is as 
true a homily as ever was preached. - 

Meanwhile, undismayed, Mr. Ham- 
bidge is to deliver his course of lec- 
tures in Fullerton hall of the Art In- 
stitute on the dynamic symmetry in 
design during the present month. Two 
of his lectures have been already 
given, those on “The Nature of De- 
sign” and Natural Symmetry and 
Formalized Art.” April 12 at 4 o'clock 
he will speak on “Surveying in Its 
Relation to Design;” April 14 his sub- 
ject will be “Craftsmanship, Propor- 
tion, and Symmetry;” April 9, “ Sym- 
metry in Architecture, Sculpture, and 
Painting,” and Aprile 21, “Symmetry in 
Modern Design.”
